Judge Buchanan 
outlined the success of the venture a> 
far as the two workers had gone. 
With two or possibly three excep­ 
tions, property 
owners 
along 
the 
East Route 
were 
willing 
to 
givi 
right-of-way free of charge, or settle 
for nominal damages, such was 
the 
report given by Judge Buchanan. 
E. C. Matthews was introduced t< 
the Court by C. H. Denman, 
as

representative from 
Sikeston, 
win 
might be able to clearly summarize 
the feelings and desires of this city 
on the two proposed highway

Mr. Matthews stated briefly

the West Route was preferrable from

for tliis apiarist, storing honey in 140 
hives in the two bee yards, Workers 
in an average hive 
number 
around 
100,000. 
In studying and working with bees 
Schott has learned many surprising 
facts about habits and peculiarities of 
the little workers. 
For instance, the 
temperature must reach 50 degree: 
before a hive breaks its cluster. W hen 
that point is reached movement starts 
and if it gets warmer the bees take 
a fly. 
Schott has noticed that d ur­ 
ing the working season workers may 
be working enthusiastically, but 
i 
the wind suddenly 
starts 
blowing 
from the north activities are throt­ 
tled at once. 
He is unable to explain 
why the bees cease to work when this 
happens. 
In making records for h;s own in 
formation and for the 
government 
Schott has learned that a hive will 
store as much as 17 pounds of honey 
in a single day. 
During the honey 
season he weighs hives daily. He al­ 
so notes what the source of honey is. 
finding it being a variety of things 
including willow, berry, wild flowei 
and poplar blossoms and the clovers 
with red anil white clover 
blossoms 
furnishing a large quantity of 
tli 
honey making material. 
Schott finds 
that white clover is one of the best 
sources of honey, but the supply 
is 
decided limited. 
Quality 
of 
hone> 
depends almost wholly on the type of 
blossom from which it is made. 
Approximately 30 pounds of honey 
is necessary as food for 
an average 
hive, for the non-productive season 
Schott finds. 
Of course, the colony 
stores much more than that amount 
through the 
summer, 
the 
excess 
amount determining the quantity thai 
can be sold. 
The bees cosume little 
of the food honey during the winter 
the larger part of it being used 
is 
early spring, the breeding season.

Highway 
Department 
office, 
have 
been working on this last named pro­ 
position this week. Judge Buchanan 
outlined the success of the venture at 
far as the two workers had gone.
